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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (0 or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Johnson. 

Concerning claim 1 , Johnson discloses a system for selling vehicles with a 
variety of design options that includes a communication module (102, Fig. 2) that 
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enables a seller to obtain and provide information, a data module (103, 105, 106, 107) 
that provides information regarding the design options and is accessible by the 
communications module, and a demonstration module (60, Fig. 1B) that displays the 
selected vehicle options (col. 2, lines 17+). The design options are not shown to be 
suspension options; however, it would have been obvious for one having ordinary skill 
in the art that the design options could have included a variety of options with respect to 
the suspension. With regards to claim 2, the system includes an ordering module to 
allow an order to be placed for a vehicle (col. 30, lines 4+). Concerning claim 3, the 
system includes a customer profile module (374) that stores customer preference 
information. With respect to claims 4-7, it would have been obvious for one having 
ordinary skill that the various modules could have been placed at a variety of locations 
and could have been automatic or manual. 

Claims 8-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Johnson. 

Johnson discloses a system for selling vehicles with a variety of design options 
that includes providing information regarding the design options and displaying the 
selected vehicle options (col. 2, lines 17+). The design options are not shown to be 
suspension options; however, it would have been obvious for one having ordinary skill 
in the art that the design options could have included a variety of options with respect to 
the suspension. The system includes an ordering module to allow an order to be placed 
for a vehicle (col. 30, lines 4+). Also, the system includes a customer profile module 
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(374) that stores customer preference information. It would have been obvious fore the 
skilled artisan that the suspension could have been active or passive. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed February 3, 2004, have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., riding in a vehicle to experience how a particular suspension option would perform) 
are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of 
the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In 
re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). As an added note, it 
has been a well-established practice in the automotive industry to have various vehicles 
having different suspension packages for the customer to sample. For example, 
General Motors supplies their pickup line with at least three different suspensions, 
standard 2wd, Z66 and Z71 , all are available for customers to sample prior to a final 
order of the product.
